THE COTTON CUT WORM.

INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS. 


Some intercsting and successfal. experiments 
in trying to combat the cotton cut worm (Agro 
tis Ypsilan) have been carried out at Kharaba, 
on the laffds of the Aboukir Company. The 
Khedivial Agricultural Society sent their ento- 
mologist, Mr. Willcocks, to examine a method 
of dealing with the pest proposed by Mr. Rich- 
mond, and we understand that Mr, Willcocks 
was to impressed with the system employed that 
he strongly urged the society to arrange for 
experiments to be carried out in the Behera 
province, where this particular pest causes 80 
much d: mage to the young cotton. The same 
worm bas this year also cleared off a great 
part of the berseem which was left to seed. 
Unfortunately the society) have postponed 
putting the method to further practical tests 
tili next year, although there was plenty of 
time to act’on their entomologist’s advice. 

Mr. Richmond’s method of dealing with the 
pest is based on making the cotton fields 
distasteful to the female moth, so as to 
prevent her laying her eggs on the cotton 
fields or at the roots of the young plants. To 
do this he advises that with the first watering 
which is given to the fields after sowing the 
seed, two to three gallons of petroleum should 
be applied for cach feddan, — 

The simplest method of applying the 
petroleum is to bore # tiny hole in the bottom 
ofva fall 33 1b, tin containing 4 gallons and 
place the.tin on a board at the point where 
the water is being run on to the field. The 
petroleum falls in a tiny stream or almost in 
drops on to the running water and is quite 
sufficient to make the necessary film. 

As the irrigation water sinks into the soil it 
leaves behind it a very fine film of petroleum, 
which is most distastefal to the moth, whilst it 
does no harm to the germinating cotton. This 
is prevention of attack and for that reason a 
very ya'uable precaution. 

‘Tho gicatest damage is done a few days 
after the plant makes its appearance above 
ground, when the stem is very thin and easily 
gnawed tarough by the caterpillar. With the 
second watering the petroleum should be 
applied in the same quantity and manner as 
previously. After the second watering the 
plants quickly become strong enough to with- 
stand stem attacks, which are the most fatal. 

The petroleum film on the fields should 
kill avy cygs and newly hatched cater- 
pillars sith which it comes in contact. 
‘This may be called cure, of a value only 
second to prevention. ‘The method is a very 
simple oxe, very cheap, and can be applied by 
any cultivator. Petroleam ¢an be obtained in 
any village iu Egypt'at about 2.’ 10 per tin. 
Halfa tin will do a feddan, and the sole 
instructions to the fellah” are to make a very 
small hole with a pin. ‘he experiments are 
to be continued in the autumn on the young 
berseem crop, which is generally badly attacked 
by Agrotis at Aboukir if the berseem is sown 
early. 

From caterpillars collected at Kharaba Mr. 
Richmond finds that the chrysalis stage is 14 
days and the presumption is that there are a 
succession of broods during the summer. 

It is interesting to note) that two of the 
caterpillars which were beiog watched were 
badly attacked by parasites which appeared to 
be the larve of an Ichneamon fly. Those 
larvew bored their way out of the bodies of the 
two caterpillars and spun small yellowish 
white cocoons for themselves. Both cater- 
pillars attacked by the parasites died, being un- 
able to turn themselves into pupe.. Tha 
cocoons of Ichneumon flys should on no 
account be destroyed.

THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 


Travellers who use the Brindisi route to and 
from Ezypt, will regret to learn thatthe Italian 
Government at the eleventh hour has decided 
not to avail itself of the option of taking over 
the Southern railways. It will be remembered 
that this option remained open till May 20. 
Much disappointment will be telt in the South 
of Italy, but the decision is financially prudent.

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EGYPTIAN MINING CONCESSIONS. 


*CTION AGAINST MESSRS. HAIG AND OXLBY TO 
(BTAIN AN ACCOUNT OF DEALINGS. 

In the Chancery Division on Thursday last, 
Mr. Justice Joyce had before him the action of 
Brown v. Liaig and Oxley, by which the plain- 
tiff asked £ have an account taken of certain 
mining concessions granted by the Egyptian 
Government.—Mr. Warmington, K.C., and Mr. 
Terrell appeared for the plaintiff ; Mr. Neville, 
K.C., and Mr. Rankin for Mr. Oxley ; and Mr. 
Younger, K.C., and Mr. Ashton for Mr. Haig. 

Mr. Warmington, in opening the case, said 
the parties were jointly entitled to the conces- 
sions. The matter was before his Lordship on 
a motion for the appointment of a receiver and 
manager,end the defendants said that accounts 
had been offered and given. As a matter of 
fact, no account had been given except what 
was contained ona sheet of note paper, and 
that was no account at all. In the result, under 
pressure it wss consented ‘that an account 
should be taken by a gentleman to be named 
by the parties, and, failing agreement, by an 
accountant to be named by the Coart. A 
gentleman had been appointed i in his Lordship’s 
chambers, and his ‘report showed that no 
account had been delivered, because there were 
no materials fr it. The report also showed that 
certain of the transactions justified not ‘only 
the action being brought, but the suspicion 
which Lo plaintiff bad that everything had 
not heen quite straight. i 

His Lordship : Of course, I am not going to 
take an account in Court, 

Mr. Warmington: No, but my client is en- 
titled to have an account. I-should like to 
facilitate matters, and if the defendants will 
adopt the account of the gentleman appointed

The Government, 
however, thought that was too many to be 
vested in one set of persons, and four conces- 
cessions were relinquished. Each summer the 
plaintiff came to England to communicate with 
Oxley, und :hey arranged for the disposition of 
the coucessions for their joint benefit. At the 
end of 1yu0 it occurred to the plaintiff and 
Oxley, who was a company promoter and finan- 
cier, that it would be well fora third person to 
go to Lizypt to obtain some additional conces- 
sions, including those which’ plaintiff had been 
obliged to surrender. Mr. Haig was the person 
selected to perform that office, and he came to 
Egypt in January, 1901. One of the companies 
controlled by Oxley was the British and Colo- 
nist Agency, Ltd., and he thought he could 
utilise the company for the purpose of the con- 
cessions obtained by Haig. The name of the 
company was then changed to the Egyptian 
Sudan Minerals, Ltd. Mr. Haig was a gentle- 
man of education and a collegiate friend ot 
some cf the officials, and in March the Govern- 
ment granted him a concession. The plaintiff 
desired that ‘the concession should go into 
the name of Haig, it being part of the arrange 
ment that plaintiff's and Oxley’s names should 
not be mentioned to the Government. 

His Lordship asked what ras the dispute 
between the parties. 

Mr. Warmington said the concession having 
been granted, parts of it were ‘sold in con- 
sideration of £6,000 in one case, £500 in 
another, and 40,000 shares ina company were 
to be allotted to Haig for -a'third part.

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SUDAN FINANCE. 


When Lord Cromer’s report was published 
the Sudan accounts for 1904 had not yet been 
closed. His Lordship approximately estimated 
the anticipated results as giving L.E. 576,000 
revenue and L.E. 629,000 expenditure, thus 
leaving a deficit of L.E. 53,000. ‘he accounts 
have now been closed, and the total revenue is 
L.E. 576,013 and expenditure LE. 628,931. 
The original estimates placed the deficit at 
LE. 194,000, revenue L.E. 469,000, and ex- 
penditure L.E. 663,000, so the financial result, 
of the past year must be considered extremely 
gratifying. 

The result, however, is in reality not quite 
so favorable as would appear at first sight, 
from a consideration of the figures given 
above. 

In the first plage, the revenue of 1904 has 
been swollen, to the extent of L.E. 41,000, by 
certain extraordinary receipts, which will not 
recur in future years. Under these circumstan- 
ces,the true revenue of the year may be stated 
as amounting to L.E. 535,000, or L.B. 66,000 
in excess of the original estimate. 

In the second place, it will be observed that 
the expenditure (L.E. 621,931), stated in the 
accounts, is less by L.E. 34,000 than the origi-
